The Democra* u- convention which 


reassembled at Salt Lake City to con- 
sider the action of the First Presidency 
of the Mormon Church in condemning 
ihurch officials for accepting nomina- 
tions for State and other offices with- 
out first obtaining the permission of 
the chnrch, issued aa address to the 
people of the Territory which closes 
as follows: 


"We declare tho truth to bsthat mun 


may worship ins ilaker as .his con- 
science dictates; that no State uor 
p 1'itjcal body bas the right to interfere 
wu:i this great privilege; that man's 
£r»t allegiance politically, is to 
co j.itry; tha no church, ecclesiastical 
body or spiritual adviser should eu- 
croaclj upon the political rights of the 
individual; that m a free country no 
man nor b-xiy of men can, with safety 
to the State, use the uame or the power 
of any religious sect or society to in- 
fluence or control the elective fran- 
chise; that a trust is imposed upon 
each citizen ia a free country to act 
politically, upon his own judgment an 
absolutely fref from control or dicta 
tioc, ecelssiastiuu'jy or otherwise; tha 
no political party can be required ti 
ooUii tho consent of any church o 
ihaleadei thareof before selecting it 
candidates for office; that no citizen 
by reason of hia association v.ith any 
State can be absolved from his duty 
to the State, either in time of war or in 
peace, withont 
the consent of the 


church; that all men shonld be, and 
are of right, free to think, free to act, 
free to speak and free to vote withoat 
fear, moleutation, intimidation or un- 
dna influence. 


"Thus believing, whenever designing 


men have seized upon the cloak of re- 
ligion to hide from view their nefarious 
designs, and while appealing to man's 
spiritual faitb, have sought to direct 
bis political action for selfish ends, the 
Democratic party oince its organiza- 
tion has denounced such a course. It 
has declared in the past,and it declares 
now, for every mans political freedom, 
whatever may be the governmental 
vi?w8 of those who guide his spiritual 
welfare. 


"We therefore, in tho most solemn 


manner, say that we will not be dic- 
tated to, interfered with or hindered in 
our political duties by those selected 
to minister the consolation of the 
Go", ol. The people being sovereign in 
this free land, to the people we make 
oar appeal. The chnroh, being the 
source of men's religion, to the church 
we appeal when we so desire with re- 
gard to matters affecting the con- 
science." 


The convention called upon all who 


sympathized with its efforts to secure 
political freedom to assemble in every 
hamlet throughout the Territary on 
the evening of Wednesday, October 
30tb, at their usual places of meeting 
and there read and discuss the declar- 
ation.

President Cleveland do not agree on 
tho foreign policy to be pursued by the 
government. It is alleged that when 
Secretary Olney was transferred to the 
State Department, he only consented 
npon the condition that he would be 
permitted to institute a vigorous for- 
eign policy. That Mr. Olney instituted 
such a policy regarding the Cuban rev- 
olution and the Venezuela boundary 
dispute is known to be a fact, and un- 
til recently had the support of the 
President. Now, however, President 
Cleveland, Secretary Olney and other 
members of the Cabinet disagree as to 
the course the government should pur- 
sue in dealing with these foreign com- 
plications, and the rumor has it that 
Secretary Olney will resign unless the 
President carries out tho policy that he 
baa mapped out. 


These rumors have not been authen- 


ticated, but it is believed that the re- 
lations between the President and Sec- 
retary Olney are considerably strained. 


Secretary Olney seems to believe in 


the Monroe doctrine, and the President 
evidently does not. Olney would, 
within a reasonable time, recognize the 
Cubans as beligcrents; the President 
seems to have no disposition to do BO. 
Olney woo id prevent the British from 
acquiring more territory in Venezuela, 
and compel Great Britain to submit the 
dispute between it and that Republic to 
arbitration. The President, so far as 
known, cares nothing for the Monroe 
doctrine, and interposes no objections 
to the landing of British troops in Nic- 
aragua, Venezuela or anywhere else on 
the American continent. 


Kflcot of Gas—Opening Argument 


of the Prosecution. 


SAN FRANCISCO, October 24.—Drs. 


Roseuslern and May, who were ex- 
amined in the Darrant case, testified 
that the first effect of gas was to flush 
the face and lips and inflame the eyes. 
Durrant, according to his own state- 
ment, had neither of these symptoms. 
The physicians also testified th&t a 
man who for five minutes had been, 
subjected to the fames of escaping gas 
from twenty-four jets would be innen- 
sible. 


Miss Cunningham was askod a few 


unimportant questions and then ex- 
cused, after which the prosecution an. 
nonnced that it rested the case. As- 
sistant District Attorney Peixotto then 
began the opening argument for the 
prosecution. After dwelling at length 
upon the importance of the case on ac- 
count of the brutality of the mardor, 
he said he was prepared to ansnar tho 
four questions a«ked by the defense at 
the opening of the case, viz: Where 
was Blanche Lament murdered, when 
was she murdered, by whom was she 
murdered and what was the motive ? 
He said that the prosecution believed 
that it bad proved that Miss Lament 
was murderod in Emmanuel Church on 
the afternoon of April 3d by Theodore 
Durrant. The motive be ascribed to 
the same 
unbridled passion that 


prompted Jack the Bipper to murder 
women in the Whitechapel district of 
London. He said that the State never 
had and never would demand the life 
of an innocent man, but that he be- 
lieved the evidence justified the prose- 
cution in asking a verdict of guilty, 
with the penalty fixed at death. So far 
as Durrant's previous good reputation 
was concerned, he said that it carried 
out the theory of the prosecution, as 
Miss Lamont would not have gone to a 
lonely place with anybody in whom she 
did not have the utmost confidence. 


Mr. Peixotto then reviewed the tes- 


timony from the time Miss Lamont 
left the Normal School on Powell 
street in company with Durrant, nntil 
she entered the church with him. After 
dwelling on the manner in which Dur- 
rant enlicod the unsuspecting girl to 
the belfry and murdered her, ho began 
the analysis of Durrant's actions. 


•'Stripping her body of its clothing 


and even taking from her fingers rings 
which she wore," he said, "this defend- 
ant laid out the form of this poor girl, 
so that in after years when her skele- 
ton should be found in the belfry.tbere I 
would be nothing to tell that the | 
bleached bones were those of Miss La- 
ment. In doing this he did not go 
about it as a person unskilled in the 
handling of bodies would have done, 
for he blocked the head up with pieces 
of wood so that the air might circulate 
freely under the body and reduce the 
liability of discovery. 


"Then it might ba supposed that he 


would have quietly slipped out of the 
church and gone away from the church 
that must have had so much horror for 


: iros tuj ^.tilling witnass King. They , 
I were spoken by Dnrrant when on thn 


itand ia one of those lapses of, memory 
hat always comes to guilty consciences. 
Then he uttered the words to King he 
cnew at once that he had spoken of hie 
secret and at once contrived an expla- 
nation. Then he told the story of har- 
ng been overcome by gas, tlie truth of 
which has been so positively refoted 
by other witnesses. 


They were words of a guilty man 


and told of a horrible crime that he 
hoped to conceal.1' 


Darrant was as unconcerned as ever 


this morning, bat his father and 
mother showed more anxiety than they 
ever have before over the outcome of 
the trial.

The com- 
mittee will meet in Washington nest 
December to select a place for holding 
the convention.

RAILROAD MJKN VXEASY. 


There ia said to be much uneasiness 


among railroad employes at Sacra- 
mento. There are rumors of a pros- 
pective cat in wages and also in the 
number of employes. 
The railroad 


officials claim that the reduction of 25 
per cent in transportation rates made 
by the California Railroad Commission 
necessitates a redaction in expenses. 
The officials say the redaction in 
freight rates was a horizontal one. 
This is denied by the San Francisco 
Bfwipapers, which say the redaction 
does not apply to the system as an en- 
tirety, bat to certain localities only.

The Art Descending From One Generation 


to Another In St. Ulrich. 


Miss Amelia B. Edwards, in her "Un- 


trodden Peaks," mentions many an in- 
teresting visit to tlie homes of tho -work- 
ing people of St. TJlrich, •where so many 
toys are made, 


In one house, rnns the account, we 


found an old, old woman atwoik, Mag- 
dalona Paldauf by name. She carved 
oats, dogs, wolves, sheep, goats and elc- 
phauts. She has made those six animals 
her whole life long, and she has no idea 
of how to cut anything else. She makes 
them m two sizes, and she tnrns out aa 
nearly ns possible a thousand of them a 
year. 


She has no model or drawing of any 


kind to work by, bnt goes on steadily, 
unerringly, using gouges of different 
aizes and shaping ont her cats, dogs, 
wolves, sheep, goats and elephants with 
an ease and an amount of truth to na- 
ture that would be clever if it were not 
utterly mechanical. Magdalena Paldanf 
learned from her mother how to carve 
those six animals, aud her mother had 
leained, in like manner, from her grand- 
mother. Magdalena has now taught tho 
art to her own granddaughter, and so it 
will go on being transmitted for gener- 
ations. 


lu another house Miss Edwards found 


the whole family carving skulls and 
crossbones for fixing at tho bases of 
crucifixes, for the wood carving of Qrod- 
ner Thai is religions in ils nature as 
well as amusing. In other houses there 
were families that carved rocking horses 
or dolls or other toys, and in still other 
houses there were families of painters. 


In one house we fovnd about a doz- 


en girls painting gray horses with black 
points. In another house they painted 
only red horses with white points. It is 
a separate branch of the trade to paint 
saddles and headgear A good hand will 
paint 12 dozen horses a day, eacli horse 
being abont a -foot m length, and for 
these she is paid 56 soldi, or about 2s. Sd.
